Your committee have had prepared a 
real estate book, in which an abstract of 
title of each piece of property has been 
made out, together with its deseription 
and the purposes for which it is now used. 
The Navy Yard property, which was 
‘leased to various parties in 1857 and sub- 
sequently, is of such vast importance to 
the city as an asset, and is, under its pres- 
ont management, affording such an insig- 
‘nificant revenne as to uire some 
prompt and decisive action upon the part 
of those interested, 

The rents upon that property, except in 
a very few isolated instances, are largely 
bind, and the leasing of the same sofar, 
and the collection of the rent therefrom 
partake more of adonation to the parties 

than anything else. Its revenue is pledged 

for the paymont of the interest on $300,000 
of bonds issued by the Memphis and Little 
Rock Railroad Company, and the property 
itself will in about three years have to be 
sold for the redemption of the bonds 
themselves, unless provision is made for 
the same by the corporation. 
The city being bound for the entire debt, 
both principal and interest — of 
the mortgage on the Navy Yar propery.
